The Vale Sif)iliHel ofters a few .sensi- 
l)le remarks on the subject of tlip- pro- 
posed change of the railway line from 
yellowhcad to a more Southern pass. 
Our contemporary justly sayR: — 

" Under tlio existing :\j;reeinont for 
construction vift tho YelloAvlioail Pass wo 
have the prospect of the advantage of leg- 
itimate trade benefits during the whola 
lima of the construction of the milway 
from Burrnrd Inlet to Yellowhead Pass, 
because our goods and our cattle can, with- 
out any important " physical nnpediment , 
follow construction up the North Tlioinp- 
son valley from Kamloops to Yellowhead 
Pass. Not so, liowcver, if the railway 
should cross at a pass south of the Yellow- 
head Pass, as is said to be proposctl. In 
that event if something is not done, our 
traftic terminus would have tobeatShus- 
wap Lake; our trade, goods and our cat- 
tle would bo stopped there. Eagle Pass 
which leads through a provincial range of 
hills from Shuswap Lake to the Columbia 
river is at present not available for tradic, 
and there is no other pass that could be 
opened to make a trade route from the 
Kamloops country to the Columbia livcr 
country. SVithin that latter country- a 
portion of our own province— many mil- 
lions of dollars will bo spout iu railway 
construction in a few years from now, 
-and' it is obvious that we will not benefit 
in auy way from that expenditure, if wo 
uro debarred access to that portion of the 
province by physical ob3tructioij.s. j The 
niisiness'of supply will go to our southern 
ui>if;hborB. "

A S P E E C H A T U L L A M R E . 

New YonK,March7.— Tho"Herald'.s ' 
Tullamore special s.iy's: ' Forster made 
here a very important speech to the 
crowd assembled outside the hotel. He 
faid that ths re:;sonhehadur'<iertaken a 
personal tour w ..s lo see for himself 
whetiier the stories whicli came to Dub 
lin Castle wore e.xaggerateil. f lo was 
sorry he had found them to a great ex- 
tent true. The result of his in.spection 
in his mind was that the peoi)lo had it 
in their power to stop the outrages 
which disgraced the name of Ireland, 
and which could nob happen in Great 
Britain or on the continent. There 
were no more courageous men in the 
world in battle than the Irish. Here 
a voice interrupted liim: ".Soldier, re- 
lease the prisoners, ' Forsier continued 
softly: But there is one want ;imong 
the Irish peojde, namely, thu delermin 
ation to stand agiirisf "Iho majority 
around thein, or even against a viohmt 
minority. Those who commit outrttges 
are broken down men and violent, 
reckless boys. Whether you stop them 
or not it is the duly of the governuicnt 
to do so. It is especially my duty.and 
stoi) them we will. Instigators of out- 
rages have several powers to contend 
with, namely, ihe Irish (iovernnient, 
though ]iei'haps they think they can 
defy thai; also, the Imperial Govern- 
ment and people of Great Britain ; but 
they have also a stronger force, the 
force of God's law, which says thai the 
man who tries to injuie his neighbors 

(a voice interrupting — ' That is the 

landlord's.") Forster conlinueil : There 
may be bad landlonls, but lliat does not 
excuse the btu'ning cf houses, 
the torturing of aninuils, the killing 
of men. (A voice :'■ Who did that 
but the soldier.s and the police? 
Foi'otcr then went en to sprak 
of his experience years ago in 
Ireland, wiien a yoiulg uinn, and his 
determination then was lo get allora- 
tions in the laws. Ho spoke of his 
present joy to set; Ihe eliauge accom- 
plished, and of his belief that in five 
years, perhaps iu less, it will be aoknow 
legcd to be a great benolieial change iu 
the agricultural industry of Inl.'iud. 
Forster then referred to liisjvisit to the 
deathbed of iSIorroney, Ihe nienioiy of 
which, he sai<l, would rpmniti through- 
out bis life. 1 call on you to do what 
you can to slop these thinge, he conj 
tinned. Let mo say onp word ,'ii)out 
the. English iieo])le. There is no ill- 
fer-ling in I'higland toward lieland. 
We know that youi'"s has liceu a mis- 
erably and badly governed country, aiul 
that the English Government of past 
days has done many cruel and unjust 
things to Ireland, and litis allowed 
m.any to be done. We wish to uuiLn 
you prosperous, rich and powerful as 
ourselves, but wo view those terrible 
outrages and hardly know how to do so. 
J will conclude with wonls 1 have often 
heard, " God .save Ireland.'' Words 1 
read sometimes end with telling me 1 
must have a bullet through my head or 
go to a ])lace warmer than we are in 
now. 1 say " Cod save Ireland," loo, 
and for the man that makes that 
threat " God save him."

Looking at tho above tlie cost for 
future cement laid down hero mtiy bo 
materially reduced and as it will appear 
by calculation tho wholo sum for eomont 
and tho cai.ison bo brought nearly within 
the balance of the subsidiesof ^."lOO^OOO im- 
pended since they were granted. 

What are the quantities of ccmeiii oi-- 
dered tlirongh Turner, Beeton A- t'o. and 
Pithel & Co. ? A. Turner it Co., 200 
tons ond Ri«het & Co. the balance of 
or 700 tons. When Rithet &• Co. got 
their orders Turner B. A Co., as ]Mr. 
Turner told me, cithei' had no charters or 
were not prepared to ship cement when 
these last orders were first given and he 
informed me also that the rate of 40s. 
without primage was very low. 

Was the lower ofl'er of freight at 30s. 
received before or after you gave the 
above order ! A. It was received after- 
wards and was not taken ndvantngc of he- 
eause not required. 

What was tho date of your arrival in 
England in 1874 ? A. About 26th or 27ih 
of July. 

Wli.it was the date of the first puicli.isc 
of cement.' A. 1 can't tell yon because I 
gave it 110 attention ihen as I was busy on 
railway matters which was the sole object 
of my miksion. The dtick matter came up 
before ma woroly inoidentaUy .^ome 
months afterwards. I had no instructions 
whatever to deal with them tis I was not 
chief commissioner, and Mr. Moi ris, I 
think, had either then or shortly after- 
wards left London and proceeded to Brit- 
ish Columbia. I don't think I over saw 
Mr. Morris until after his return in about 
Oct., 1874.. 

You were in England when the first 
cemont was purchased, were yon not '. A. 
1 really cannot tell you without referring 
to the invoices, although I saw tlio cement 
workf. of Messrs. Cibbs; but when I can't 
state. The cement w'as ordered as f have 
stated by the provincial secretary when 
Mr. DetJosmos was premier, under au- 
thority of an ordor-in-Coiincil of June, 
1874, already referred to. Its cost was 
never moiitioiicd to me, but its quality 
was. Whether this referred to cement 
shipped or to be shipped I cannot tell 
you. 

Has the govcriiineiit any intention of 
ordering any more cement than the 000 
to 1000 tuns already ordered willioiit first 
obtaining tho sanction of the legislature '. 
A. It is intended to gel anoliier 100 tons 
to place any question aa to delay with tho 



contractors be\'ond chance. T spoke of 
Uiis this morning. The government has 
already ;iuthorily for all the orders given 
and for any further ones provided that 
their amount does not exceed the scope of 
the fJraviug Dock Act, 1870.

B. McNameo A Co. to your department, 
ilated 21st November, namely, that the 
cement furnished by tho government is 
utterly unfit for use, and must oppress 
great surprise thereat, fori feel sure the 
contractors can scarcely yet have forgot- 
ten the hard Work they had to perform in 
removing somo concrete laid in error un- 
der the caisson invert, and (he tri uble 
experienced in cutting out a course of 
bricks in tho same place when the ccioeiit 
compo proved to be harder than the 
bricks. Tho concrete in the apron, too, 
though scarcely yet a month old, is so 
hard that with great diflieulty can the 
poinfof a fine pick be driven into it. 

.•\s to tho letter referred to, dated ist 
August, I have already, namely on the 
lltli Aug., had the honor to make a re- 
port to you and which was to the eO'cct 
that I was aware some few barrels of 
cement were totally unfit, for use, while 
the contents of others might bo so caked 
that extra labor would be required in 
preparing such for use and recommending 
that the contractors be reimbursed for 
any reasonable extra expense lo which 
they might bo put. For this work Mi-al- 
lowancc was made in certificate No. 
but the contractors have not been com- 
pelled to.uje"j%!*ojflHl;^s"s'^m"e.»^, fimv-ynuld 
1 ollnw them to cto so. " ■ 

I do not agree with the remark thai the' 
proportion of cemont to sand, etc., used 
in compo or concrete has been insuflicient 
to secure good work. 1 have ordered an 
increase when 1 thnughi it advisable, and 
do not consider that sucJi of (he cenieni 
which had become caked in the barrel.^, 
but which has since been pnlveii/ed, 
sifted and mixed with cement iioi caked, 
has to any ap|)reciable e\ieiii d.eteriorai - 
ed from the strength oi eonipci or con- 
crete. 

As lo till' siatcmem ili.ii water is forc- 
ing itself through (he works on accoiml 
of the compo not having set, I beg to 
state that. if my in.Hlriictions lo the con- 
tractors (contained in my letter to them 
of September Ifitli, 1881, namely, that 
the water behind the eoll'crdam was to be 
pumped out ami ly/il i/oic;i)had btien coin- 
pliotl with such a thing could not have 
occurred. !is I hero would have been no 
water, and it is because water has been 
allowed to ;u'Ciimulato and remain around 
and sometimes over the brickwnrlv and 
concrete tlilU the compo probably has not 
set as rapitUy as it ought to have done 
simply tiecaiise it has not had the chance 
on account of its being constantly kept 
damp, f feel satisfied, however, of tho 
security of the work j.rovided it has fair 
play by the coni factors. I have continu- 
ously made tests of the cement during the 
progress of the work and have found its 
quality excellont. 

The contractors aro I Relieve taking 
measures to have the water, which I may 
say is nearly wholly collected from sur- 
face drainage, kept down. This can bo 
done cither by a syphon of suitable ca- 
pacity (>r by moving the suction of the 
auxiliary pump from its present position 
to the iiisido of the inner invert in the 
trench leading to the main pump wells 
and the sooner this ia dime the better it 
will be f'lr the work.

2. With respect lo ihc one cominunt iiig i 
on my report as to pro'j..- 'i and tho lua- I 
terials iiece.ssary for the n;. i 1 took the | 
trouble to ascertain the number of bricks 
on the ground at the date of my report ; 
and arrived at my conclusion by counting | 
tho number of car loads on the works .at ■ 
the time and which with tho number since ! 
delivered has proved m.y ealciilation cor- 
rect. 

Even allowing the contractor's estimate 
of tho quantity of bricks on the ground to 
have been 20,000 instead of my estimate 

of half that number, I bog to state they 
ought at lea.1t to have had upwards of a 
million ready for use. 

I quite agree with the contractors that 
thd numbor of bricklayers employed since 
llio 17th November, namely two, was 
suflicient to lay tlia extrensely inadequate 
supply admitted (0 be on hand, provided 
timo was of no object in completing the 
works; if however tho full gang of brick- 
layers, which after nil never numbered, 1 
believe more than 6 or 7 at a time, had 
been kept on, the contractors' supply of 
bricks would havo boon eihausted many 
days ago, as it is, the two men now em- 
ployed ought easily to lay all the bricks 
that remain in a couplo of days. 

I am glad to hear the prepaiation of 
clay for brickmaking and tho extension 
of the yard is progressing 1 was informed, 
it seems incorrectly that the men at the 
brickyard had been paid ofl', hence my 
suggestion that this work should be taken 
in hand, 

3. .As to the lelier roferriug to oorres- 
pondonce between your department and 
aiessj's. iMcNamoe it Go. at Montreal 1 
take- it tor granted you will ileal with 
that matter yourself. 

4. As to tho letter again referring to 
the defoctivo state of the cement I repeat 
what 1 have already executed will prove 
to be most substantial. Of tho propor- 
tion of cement to sand, e(c. , I contend, 
with due respect- to ithe contractors, ! am 
the best jud^e. I had oontinuously made 
tests of the eomont since the works started 
and have not allowed worthless cement 
to be used. 

.\s lo tlie ccnient bricks which j\Ir. 
Muir is stated io have said would not 



carry their own weight, I beg to state 
these bricks were made from cement out 
•f fir casks on the lower floor of the ware- 
house, some 150 in number, and it was 
because I suspected the quantity would 
be inferior to that in (he oak casks that 
f oruCiid none but the oak casks should 
be used until I had made further tests. 
My instructions on ihis point have been 
carried out. 

Tho atateiiioiit that the bricks did not 
carry (heir own weight must have been a 
figure ofiBpeieeh". as suchlnniSticctiirence 
only takes place when flaws are pre 
«ent. 



Tho statement of the contractors that 
hydraulic cenioiit is deemed to set harder 
under water thauyvhon simply exposed to 
the atnioaphere;i3.jnqoirre6t, and the fact 
of imniersiug the 'coment -.bricks under 
] water as soon as they' are _^j)re3sod out of 
' the moulds is for the veiy'purpoBO of sub- 
mitting tho cement to a very searching or 
crucial teat. 

My statement that I am satislied of iho 
security of the work provided it has fair 
play referred to those portions svhich 
were :ind arc still surrounded by water, 
which water oughtnotto bo allowed to .ic- 
cumulale bub .shoiild be pumped out, and 
this the contractors havo yet failed 
to do. 

The comciit testing machine is,! beg to 
state, where it ought to be, in my posses- 
sion and I consider tho complaints of the 
contractors' that they aro compoUod to use 
worthless cement to bo groundless. 1 
am forced to tiio conclusion from the con- 
tractors' letters that these complaints have 
been put forward with a viow of covering 
their own serious failures to provide suf- 
ficient materials for the due fulfillment of 
their coiiiinict. ,

Sill.-- T have the honor to inform you I 
have Seen in this morning's paper the re- 
jiort of a statement made by you 011 the 
lloor of till! House of Assembly with re 
spect to the quantity of coment required 
for the construction of the dock and with 
which statement my name is coupled. 

In justice. to myself I think it but right 
that the foiTownig facts should be placed 
on record: 

My former memos, on tho probable 
cost of tho dock was based on the assump- 
tion that all the cement required was here. 

'i'he cement delivered at Esquimalt was 
ordered long - previous, to nu'^ connection 
with the dock works. T need hardly state,, 
therefore, T was never consulted as to the 
total (piantity that would be required; 
that (piestion has hut recently arisen, and 
I may add that although the eiigincerH-in- 
chief suggested tho desirability of having 
the caisson ordered in a letter dated 21sl 
•April, 1881, received by me May 19th, and 
the contents of which I informed you by 
letter of 20th May, no mention has ever 
been made by them lo mo of the necessity 
of further siqiplies of cement being snp- 
plied from England. 

When, however, dock construction was 
commenced in August lastlfound that the 
stock ou hand was totally inadequate to 
complete the works, and as it was rapidly 
being used op I informed you by letter 
on the 4th October, I881,tliat 015 bar- 
rels of cement (fir and oak) had been used 
and that there were about 1800 barrels 
.(lir and oak) left, and then suggested that 
the corporation of the city of Victoria 
alioiild lie requcs(ed to return at once the 
"amount (4.'j!r tons) of cement borrowed 
from the government stock. 

On Sth October I further suggested the 
advis.ability of ordering 100 tons of c ement 
by cablegram from I'Jngland and pending 
a reply I was expecting from the engin- 
eers-in-chief as to tho total amount re- 
qiiiretl, I advised you early in November 
that the order for 100 tons should bo 
changed to 300 tons and this was done. 

Thcflo amounts were mentioned by let- 
ters by me to you not as what would be 
suflicient for tho total amount required 
for completion but merely as a qnantiiy 
necessai-y in tho immediate future. 

On the 12th November I informed you 
that I estimated that at least 4,400 tons 
of cement in addition to tlio quantity al- 
ready received from England (about 700 
tons) would be required and I suggested 
that arrangements for the supply of this 
quantity ■hould be made as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The ciigincers-in chief luave not replied 
to mc directly as to the total quantity of 
cement rccpiired, but they have, I be- 
lieve, informed you liy cablegram that 
."iOl)0 tons in all would be wanted; this 
estimate of theirs received by you aubse- 
qiiently to my letter to you of 12th Nov- 
ember agrees approximately with mine. 

The 100 tons of cement included in the 
estimate of last year aa a re-vote was in- 
tended to overcome any temporary difli- 
eulty occasioned by running w'ater, which 
I apprehend might be encountered during

i lire of monies that Dominion Oovern- 
monl may pay ini account of graving dock 
at Esr|uiinalt as giving you such authori- 
ty antl will you put tho act in as an exhi- 
bit ; A. I produce the .act (exhibit no. 
Hi), bcinc; cjip 20, 187!t. In your ques 
tiou you have construed the act yourself 
aiid^jiven a wrong interpretation to it. The 
act is in one clause which is as follows : 
"In the event of the government of the 
Dominion of Canada carrying into cft'ect 
the provisions of 37 Vic. Cap. 17, s 1. 
statutes of Canada it shall be lawful for 
tho Lieut. -.Oovernor in council to award 
such contracts, construct such works, and 
make such fragments as mfiy be necessary 
in his discretion to secure the construc- 
tion of Iho graving dock at Fs(|iiimal(.' 
This clearly means that if Canadii slioulii 
agree to pay the jjrovincc •'15250,000 as the 
work progressed tho Lieut.-Oovevnor in 
council should have a statutory power by 
tho above act to cither construct the 
dock under tho direction of big honor in 
council, or to have it constructed bj' con- 
tract. .Viid further to in.ako any and all 
payments necessary for either purpose. 
Had this act not been' p.assed a legislative 
vote and authority from tho House in its 
bill of supply would have been required. 
In England and Canada many pay men ta 
for in'stinc'e salary of judges, itc, aro au- 
thorized by special statute and the «xpcn- 
dituro is afterward placed before the IIousK 
underthe head of statutorypayinentsso as 
to shoT the total exponditMre'of tho 
year. Tho amounts espendde un- 
der this act would, following |ihis 
practice, bo shown in our local bill of sup- 
ply. In England or Canada authorily 
for the payments are not, and in my opin- 
ion cannot be qiie.itioned as lonf as the 
acts giving the authority are unrepealed. 
The very object of the dock act was lo 
enable llie Lieut.-Oovernor in council to 
carry on the work, hence in the estimates 
of 187'.t no aniuunt was inserted for con- 
struction heeauso tho amounis cmild not 
bo known or iuUicipati;d.
